FROM ENGLAND. 

By Iho packet, ship Brighton, Capt. Iluttle- 
son, at New York, from Londontlie editor* 
of the Commercial Advertiser have received 
fil's of London papers (o the evening of (lie 
15;|| of Oelobrr. inclusive. The Brighton left 
Portstomith on the morning of the 17lh. 

’ MOVEMENTS OF THE PRUSSI ANS. 

The most prominent and fur the most im¬ 
portant item of intelligence contained in theso 
papers, is the following letter from Oslcnd. It 
was received br the London Morning Herald, 
by an extraordinary express a Hi o'clock in the 
morning of October I3th, and immediately 
published in a second edition. 

" Oste.sto, Monday, October 11. 

“I hasten to send you the important com¬ 
munication which ha* just been made to me, 
that n Prussian army had entered Belgium 
They have opened at three several points— 
first by increasing the gnrison of Luxemburg 
( where 4000 Prussians always were under 
treaty) to lGGiOO men, next, by Maestrieht.with 
0000 men; and then at a point more north in 
Guelder*, which I rannot distinctly make out, 
svilh 8000 men. The whole are to be directed 
on Brussels. It is further said that the Prus¬ 
sian force destined for this service amounts al¬ 
together to 50,000 men, and that Prince Al- 
liert, w ho lately married Die daughter of the 
King of Holland, is at their head. 

“Aware how newspaper intelligence is per¬ 
verted to Stoufc Exchange ^purposes, l think it 
right to keep myself clear ot any charge of that 
nature, by saying that the above intelligence 
has not been eommnnicated to me in an olli- 
ciaJ shape. I believe it, however, to be true 
and the English family to whom it was sent 
liv a friend from Maastricht, are acting upon 
it and intend to quit this country on Tucs 
day. 

"We are without any additional intelligence 
from Brussels. 

“ If the. Provisional Government arc ae 
quainted with the march of the Prussians,they 
have not as yet communicated it to,the people. 

A report, however, prevails, that M. do Pot- 
trr has gone to Paris, and if the news be true, 
it is probable that he hai done so to demand 
assistance.” 

it is equally unfortunate and unaccountable, 
that in our different tile* of London papers,all 
of the 14th are missing—to that we have no 
means of judging' what degree of reliance, or 
whether any, was given to this information by 
the most intelligent of thn London press. Tit 
the London .Standard of the 10 th, however,wo 
find a letter from Paris of the 13th, which, be¬ 
sides wearing an important aspect in other re¬ 
spects, corroborates the information of the 
Morning Herald. We quote the whole pas¬ 
sage 

"It i» announced to-day, by letters fromRcr- 
lin and from Frankfort, that Die King of Prus¬ 
sia ha* actually marched 15,000 troop* to the 
frontier* of Belgium, and that 10,000 further 
troop* will soon follow their steps. If this 
statement be true, and I have every reason for 
thinking it probable, the question will become 
increasingly complicated— sino.o, if the civil 
war between Holland and Belgium shall rage 
in n few days with increased violence, it can¬ 
not be supposed that the Prussian forces will 
remain inactive or mere idle spectators of the 
passing events. You will recollect, that I late* 
ly spoke of the non-suppression of political ex- 
oitement in the Rhenish provinces of Prussia, 
Tills statement was quite correct. The King 
of Prussia, with a view of suppressing this rev- 
olutionxiy movement, lias directed Die tax on 
the vineyards not to be collected this yenr. 
This measure, though late, has given it is said 
considerable satisfaction, and the government 
ia more popular. It is added that the King of 
Holland has received real assistance from (Trr- 
liosin the shape of both money and men—the 
Prussian forces arriving as travellers or pri¬ 
vate individuals, habited in tho dress of pri¬ 
vate persons On the whole, we arc waiting 
with great anxiety for the,-next mail from the 
Hague, in order to learn" whether the threat¬ 
ened attack on Brussels will or will not be 
made forthwith. It is said that the King of 
the Netherlands, being assured of the non-in¬ 
tervention of cither England or France, lias 
resolved on fighting out the question with the 
Belgians, and on not submitting to the separa¬ 
tion of Belgium from his throne.” 

In alluding to the reports that Prussia was 
collecting force oa the frontiers of Belgium, 
the London Courier say* “ nothing more has 
been done by Prussia tban what uuder the cir¬ 
cumstances, was indispensable to ber own se¬ 
curity. It was not to have been expected that 
she would be indifferent to Die events n-bich 
ware acting near her own frontier, but we be¬ 
lieve we may say without fear of contradic¬ 
tion, that Prussia will not make any moremrnt 
okleuletcd to retard the pacification which is 
at band, or to create uneasiness to the Fieacfa 
government. Every thing at present indicates 
a luppy termination of Uicdispute between the 
Dutch end the Balgians, and Prussia will not 
be so unwise as to depart from the lino of neu 
trality which ha* been prescribed by a dcsiro 
to maintian the pence ot Europe.” 

There is e wide difference of opinion among 
the news-writer*, editors and their correspon¬ 
dents, touching the probable result of this Bi l- 
gie revolution. The editor of Die Standard 
maintains that the affairs of -the country arc 
approaching to a stow bat certain accommo¬ 
dation. Too perfect good fuith with which 
the French have preserved their neutrality, 
leave* the rcvolutionisis,according to IheStxn- 
dard, entirely Without hope of success, ami all 
they can now expect from a perseverance in 
rebel lion, it to make the best terms for them 
(gives. "No doubt the real motive for pro. 
crastinating a final and pacific arrangement it 
tb# anxiety Of Die rebel chiefs to obtain the 
fcsnefil of an amnesty, or teoure the means of 
a tale retreat. And from tho first day it must 
-hare been -obvious to every man of common 
sense, that no ^dependent effort could enable 
the people of Brussels to triumph over their- 
xuverelgn. rhey are the inhabitants of an o- 
pon city, in the middle of a flat country of no 
greiit extent, this country being studded .with" 
fortresses, the greater part stillm tlielismls nl 
the King. Their country is bounded on one 
side by llte sea stilt commanded bv their otibu- 
ded master; on another by his still loyal Dutch 
provinces; on a third by the provinces of Pros 
H*\ » 9 d on the fourth by France;— but by 
France which has proved herself no friend to 
Die unjustifiable treason of the Bruxellois.— 
Such is the local portion of the BeJiri.iu reb¬ 
els.’* 

On the other hand, the Correspondent of the 
same paper, who is evidently a limn of intel¬ 
ligence anil sihservation, w"nlo* front Paris, 
October 13th, as follow s: 

“The question of Btlriura f» verr forindeed 
from a settlement. I h:wo just ihis instant 
Ciujv«r,sed with n merchant of great respecta¬ 
bility, who has arrnv>l only to-day frOrn Brus- 
t Is. lie stoles, that according to 4 lia latest 
iie-n/r im the Hague, the King or (law Neth¬ 
erlands Ilia I rqsolvnd on not yielding to the 
demands of the so J form provinces—and that 
j, iotrier attempt would be made at Die reduc¬ 
tion nfOru ir.tti, unjesg the Brince of Ormgt 
should be foiliiwitn ucycpteij os governor ol 


the Belgian provinces, the King of eonrse. al¬ 
ways remaining monarch of the two countries. 
He assures me, howes’cr, that the Belgians arc 
no less resolute than his Majesty, and that, 
whilst he is determined on enforcing his rights, 
they arc resolved upon opposing them. The 
provisional or revolutionary government is a- 
lopting various moans of defence, whilst tho 


Prince Frederick is arranging for another and 
more successful attack.” 

The Belgian Provisional Government lias 
refused to allow even Belgians from abroad 
to enter that country. This i\not an idle ru¬ 
mour, although there nrc many idle ones 
afloat, as the Paris Monitrur of the 13th pub¬ 
lishes a telegraphic despatch from Lilje, sta¬ 
ting the fact of Die refusal of the Belgians to 
enter, and which will have tile effect of deter¬ 
ring a vast number of them, and other per¬ 
sons, from proceeding to the frontiers, as they 
had intended to aid the^fcvolutionists. The 
Belgian government has come, to this decision, 
some say, in consequence of finding a vast 
number of foreigners in Brussels, end iu all 
the towns and villages of the southern provin¬ 
ces, whose intentions are liy no means known 
or satisfactorily explained. Messrs. Potter 
and others fear tjiat if Prince Freilerick shall 
again march against the southern capital, they 
shall find among themselves some thousands 
of foreigners who niff lake up arms Tor the 
royal cause. It is confessed by some, that 
"there nrc now in Brussels many penitent 
traitors, pining for * return of the authority of 
the prince, or even of the King." '■ 

The proclamation of (lie Prince of Orange 
is said to have given considerable satisfaction 
in Ghent, Lou vane, and some other towns.— 
Tho Hague Journal of Oct. 18th contains a dc 
duration from the Post Office, that it cannot 
undertake to convey letters to the districts in 
the hiinds of the insurgents. The committee 
for considering the lu st means of separating 
Holland from Belgium, still sits at the Hague 
it is generally considered that they will pro 
pose that the Belgians should have a separate 
Irglsl Dion under the dynasty of Orange. 

Meantime however, the proceedings of the 
Bruxellois Provisional Governmcntarefarfrom 
wearing the appearance of an intended sub 
mission, or any distrust in their Own means of 
defence. 

The Courier dcs Pays Bas of Ort. 13, con 
tains n Decree of Die Provisional Government 
of Belgium, regulating the election of a Na 
tional Convention to lie composed of two hun 
drffl deputies. 

General Van Halen has been displaced, to 
make room for M. le General Major tfoellia 
els, who is named General of Division, uud 
Chief of the Committee of War. 

PORTUGAL.—Lisbon dates are Ip thc-riilh 
ult. It ivas deemed unlikely, though there 
had been no insurgent movement of much con 
sequence, that the then present state of things 
could long continue. The apparent apathy 
was ascribed to unceitainty as to what would 
be done in Spain, from which country scarcely 
a rumour had been heard fur • fortnight pre¬ 
vious. The American brig,captured with the 
Diana, had not been given up, notwithstand¬ 
ing the urgent application of tbe Charge d’Af- 
fatres. Imprisonments continued. The dis¬ 
count on government paper on the 23th was 
321. A great number of papers were regular¬ 
ly purloined from the London mail, and there 
was no doubt it was done in Die Portuguese 
Post Office. French papers were more fre¬ 
quently purloined than any others. Nothing 
is mpro common than to open letters; and 
sometimes they arc not ceromonioui enough 
to seal Diem afterwards. - . 

Filly prisoners, atnongqjdiom were seven or 
eight svell dressed Constitutioiulite, were 
marched through the streets on the Sid Sep¬ 
tember, chained together by two and two, pre¬ 
vious to their being transported to Africa— 
The numher of ConttituUoualista imprisoned 
at Oporto between the 1 st ofSepteraber 13*28, 
and the 1 st of Septemlier, 1380, was 1004; of 
whom 113 were discharged, 37 transported, 
20 banished in the kingdom, 19 condemned in 
costs, 28 died in thn infirmary, 12 were I rang 
ed, 9 banished to foreign countries, nod 780 
remain in prison. In the fortresses of Almei¬ 
da and gaol of Villa Real there were supposed 
to he 500 and upwards imprisoned; ami in ad¬ 
dition to this huge number there were supposed 
to be in the pistrict of Porto, 1000 persons 
out on bail, who must surrender when milled 
for- 

SPAIN.—Agitation prevailed in Cadiz du 
ring the month of September, without Ihc 
cause being distinctly understood. M. Morel 
charged with the maritime custom house be¬ 
came excessively unpopular, from directing 
the pursuit of smugglers, and when three of 
the latter were killed under (he walla of Port 
St. Phillippe, tho exasperation became so 
great that he was obliged to save, himself by 
escaping lo tho island of Leon. Nine persons 
concerned in the transaction, were arrested. 
The governor of Cadiz, M de Flaixes, was 
dismissed by a Cabinet order on live 2‘Jtli, and 
Colonel Yero appointed in his place. The ar¬ 
rest of Cartist conspirators continued. 

At a late interview .with bis Ministers, King 
Ferdinand took Calomarde aside,and in a state 
of great irritation, was overhead to say, “Thou 
shalt answer to roe for it with thy head' ’— 
Culomnrde went away much agitated,am h s 
beet) ill ever since. 

The government was in fact adopting the 
system of terror. A decree was issued dec lur¬ 
ing nil persons concerhed in plans for tho es¬ 
tablishment ofanolher form of government, to 
.he subject lo the penalty of de^lh. It was re¬ 
ceived with scorn and indignation. 

Tbe King showed a distrust of the Royalist 
volunteers. Their Captain General hadlwen 
-di-•inissed.—Tlfe Mcssagcr desClinutbrcs con- 
tuna under data of Madrid, October 10 , an 
announcement that, llie Society of tho Aniller- 
o« had completed its labors in forming a pro¬ 
ject of a now Council of Slate, to consist of 13 
members, which, with other changes was to bo 
submitted to the King for his tqiproliation. 

From Bayonne they wrote on the 8 ili, that 
tile divisions among the Constitutionalists con¬ 
tinued. Tilt) Junta was aware that the Con- 
slitutionalists bad'ho chance without Mina. 
Tho Provisional government ntid tho Head 
Quarters of Mina were to be established at St. 
Sebastian. That place was garrisoned by mi¬ 
litia Die officers of which were royalists; but the 
subalterns and privates were said.to bo wait¬ 
ing for tho constitutionalist; lo deliver tbe 
town up to thorn, which would have been 
done, had not tho garrison been again abunged 
and replaced by royol guards. 

FRANCE—Tbe Montitur Of Oct 13th an 
nouaccs the recognition of Die new order of 
things m France by tho King of Sweden and 
Norway—by (fig Popo^-and, as wo interpret 
H, hy Baden; though it merely stales that Co¬ 
lonel de la SoUiro delivered a letter from tbe 
Grand Duke to the King of the French 
The Journal (ju Commerce of the same date 
say* the Prefect of Boucbes-dii-Rhone has 
made known that the Consul General of Aus 
true at Marseilles has received an official dea- 
pwteh. announcing that his government has 
recognized Hint of Louis PhiRp I. The Jour¬ 
nal adds: “Wo are not yet in possession 
such information at Paris.” 

Tho conduct of Kusria excites also no or¬ 
dinary degree of fear and surprise- It was 


generally believed, tint! the recognition of tbe 
King of the French by Prussia, was to have 
been at once followed by a similar recognition 
on tbe part of tbe court of St. Pete rsliurgh.— 

But it is now openly stated in Paris, and no 
one denies it, Uuil the Emperor Nicholas, on 
learning of the revolution in the Pays Bas de- 
terming on delaying a measure which he had 
before decided on. . 

ft appears that serious disturbances have 
taken place at MonUuhan; the details have 
not been received. In conscquencre. of these 
disorders, the 55th regiment of tbe line, which 
was proceeding from Bordeaux to Toulouse, 
received orders to change its route and to 
march fur Muntauban. 

Bm hundred and thiity new elections are 
aliontlo take place. This will be a trial from 
which several advantages may be drawn. A 
calculation may be made as to the exact mea¬ 
sures which ought to be taken for aiding the 
national welfare. Tbe Chamber of Deputies 
thus organised will afford a Sure ground of 
comparison to the Crown, in order to fill up 
the vacaucics'in the Chamber of Peers, and 
which is exjiectetl to have the aristocracy of 
tbe age faithfully represented. . 

GERMANY.—The latest German mail, re 
ceived in London on the 15th, contains sc 
counts of further riots at Dresden, but no de 
tails are given. Local associations under the 
authority of the King, are forming to preserve 
the interest und peace of Die country. Some 
disturbances also are reported from Berlin.— 

A Paris litter of the ldtli, says,— ’ .. 

From almost everyjiart. of Geftoany ’ ive 
daily hear of disturbances of a local or general 
character. In ordinary times they would not 
aflect us by their nature,or appear grave; but 
in momenta like the present, when, in almost 
every country of Europe popular movements 
and insurrections are taking place,they cannot 
fail of creating alarm and uucasiqcss. 

Disturbances took place ia the city of Bries 
law, on the 23th of September, but they were 
promptly suppressed by tho Burgher GuyrJ 
and the garrison.—No person ivas killed or 
wounded, but ninny houses inhabited by Jews 
had the windows broken. 

• Disorders of the same kind broke outi at 
Matdicim, on the - 2 d October. The Augsburg 
Gazette stales that Duke William will tike 
the reins of the slate with the tacit consent of 
the Great Powers. All that has passed frill 
he considered a family dispute, and Duke 
Charles will he forced to consent to abdicate 
Letters from Frankfort slate that Austria 
lias transmitted to M. Ottenfclt, her inter 
nuncio at Constantinople, a note conceited 
withthc Cabinet, authorising her Munster to 
4Wnsc the Divan to secede to the request 
which will be made hy General Guillemuiol, 
to recognise the King of Die French; Inn on 
the express condition u! the immediate evacu 
alion of Algiers, an evacuation already pro 
iniscd, to England. 

Letters from .StutgnrJ announce that aceor 
ling to the.resolulion of the German Diet, the 
Wurtcmb'tirg contingent for the army of con¬ 
federation is being formed. _ 

Wo learn by accounts from Trusiia that 
the King had issued an order by which the im¬ 
posts on Rhenish, and other wines, the produce 
of Prussian dominions, had been taken off. 

The Gazette of Hanover denies olliJially 
what bas been stated in the Gcri/ian papers, 
that thn public, tranquillity has been disturb¬ 
ed. They daily expect the order of Ring 
William IV. to furnish the Hanoverian *»my 
with its full compliment. 

Tho Germsuic Diet, at one of its Issl sit¬ 
tings, voted the sum of 10,732 florins-for-thc 
expenses of quartering the Austiun troops, 
who, on the 1 st of November next, ivdl nriiie 
st Mayence. 

GREAT BRITAIN —The Standard, of the 
15th, (evening ,) says:— 

“Ministers lisve been inactive communica¬ 
tion the whole morning. Sir R. Peel, Lord 
Melville, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and Lord Ellen borough, had long interviews 
with the Duke of Wellington.” 

'Itie Morning Herald says — 

“A good deal of surprise has been express¬ 
ed at Sir George Murray’s removal from lb? 
Colonial Department, which, coupled with the 
previoua transfer ofSir Henry H .rdinge from 
the War Office, looks as if the Premier had 
taken tho hint, so often given him, that his 
Administration had partaken rather too much 
of the character of a military Government."

What evidence 
have the people of their patriotism, except 
what is contained in their own professions ?— 
None. What evidence have the people that 
the friends of the administration are opposed 
to a judicious Tariff, and in favour of nulliti 
cation, except the misrepresentations of tho 
prostituted presses of Die opposition? None 
l,ct a protecting duly, so moderate as not to 
encourage smuggling, and at the same timo 
sufficiently high to enable our own mechanics 
to compete with foreigners in our own mar¬ 
kets, at least be levied upon the ini ported ar 
tide. 

It is a question worthy of a candid investigu- 
tion, svhethcr the high tariff, or low tariff men 
be the real friends of home manufactures. 

A reduction of the tariff, or of taxes, in any 
form, would naturally reduce the price of 
kinds of provisions. A reduction in tho ex 
pense of living, would in turn reduce the price 
of labor—and a reduction in (he price of labor 
would of necessity reduce the expense of ma¬ 
nufacturing’ goods. This would lie giving the 
best and surest encouragement to the manu- 
ficluriug interests. Thus wo see plainly, Diat 
the low duty system is the true American Sys 
tem, Henry Clay and his followers to tbe con 
trary notwil!’.# Hiding. 

Again ns“io internal improvements: The 
low Tariff or taxation system is the proper po 
licy for the.country. It is idle to tax com 
metre to enable Congress to build roads and 
canals. Suppose for exumple that Massachu- 
Us pay one million of dollars in a tax to the 
General Govcrtimcnt—would it not be better 
reduce the taxes to one hundred thousand 
dollars, supposing (h it that sum would defray 
■the necessary expenses ol the nation, would it 
not be a good policy to reduce the taxca nine 
hundred thousand .dollars? This sum would 
then be at the disposal of the State! The re¬ 
sources of the States individually must always 
he in proportion to high or low duties collect¬ 
ed by Congress. But if the high tariff'-system 
insist bo continued, would it not ”e prefera¬ 
ble lo divide tho surplus revenue to (he States 
in proportion to their taxable property, rattier 
than lo create u.hosl of federal officers to lay 
it out in turnpikes and canals ? 

The people will think of these things; and 
will not much longer be hoaxed, by tne per¬ 
petual cry of “the American System”—“Die 
American System”—.“the American System!!"
